That's what visitors to the Los 


Angeles County Museum of Art 
are wondering as they attend 
the 
new exhibit, "American 


Sculpture of the 60s." It is an 
exhibition that invites superla- 
tives: biggest, noisiest, funniest, 
farthest-out. 


It is certainly big. The sculp- 


ture occupies two large floors of 
the Special-exhibit buiWlng and 
spills out into the plaza and all 
over. There are huge pieces out- 
doors — building blocks for 
giants, jungle gyms, stainless 
steel forms that look like air- 
plane parts. 


So attractive is the sculpture 


to children that guards with 
bullhorns are posted outdoors. 


"Do not stand on the sculp- 


ture!" announced a guard to a 
couple of boys who started to 
climb a giant cube unaware that 
It was art. I heard the guard 
sigh, "It's like a carnival." 


The exhibit eschews the fu- 


neral hush that surrounds most 
art galleries. There are sculp- 
tures that rattle, growl, tinkle 
or play like calliopes. 


Noisiest of the lot is "Flipand 


Two Twisters" by Len Lye. in a 
shadow box the size of a small 
room are suspended three long, 
narrow sheets of stainless steel. 
One hangs U-shaped from the 
celling, and the two ends are 
rotated 
to create continuous 


sound. The other two strips dan- 
gle free and are rotated furious- 
ly.When the rotation stops, the 
metal produced a thunderous 
crash that sends small children 
scurrying to their parents,

"It's 
like winning the last 


game of a World Series," said 
the 17-year New York veteran, 
whose drive into the right field 
seats at Yankee Stadium admit- 
ted him to the exclusive circle 
that also includes Babe Ruth, 
Willie Mays, Jimmy Foxx, Ted 
Williams and Mel Ott.

A mother writes that her 


daughter, 6, has had a bladder 
infection since she was 2. In 
spite of sulf a drugs her urine 
still shows a few pus cells. 
She appears to be healthy in 
other respects. I would ven- 
ture to say that this child has 
a chronic low-grade kidney 
infection rather than an in- 
fection limited to the bladder. 


All chronic conditions are 


hard to clear up but there are 
two lines of treatment of in- 
fections of the urinary tract 
that are usually successful. 
When sulfa drugs fail, a study 
should be made to identify 
the causative germ and to test 
its susceptibility to chloram- 
phenicol or other antibiotics. 


If treatment with antibio- 


tics doesn't work there is still 
the old standby—alternately 
acidifying the urine with man- 
delic acid and alkalinizing it 
with bicarbonate of soda. 


Q—My son, 3, gets frequent 


attacks of tracheobronchitis. 
Will he ever outgrow this? Is 
there any way to prevent 
these attacks? 


A—A t h o r o u g h s t u d y 


should be made to see wheth- 
er your son has a chronic in- 
fection in his sinuses, tonsils, 
adenoids or lungs, and wheth- 
er he has any allergies, as 
these may bring on recurrent 


attacks of bronchitis. He is 
not likely to outgrow the at- 
tacks but removal of 
th*» 
cause 
snould reduce their 


frequency. 


Q—Our 7-month-old grand- 


son has asthma. Is it usual 
for so young a child to have 
this disease? The doctor ad- 
vises keeping him in dust-free 
rooms when he is indoors. 
Can he outgrow this disease? 


A—Asthma and other aller- 


gic disease may become mani- 
fest in infants who are only 
5 or 6 months old. Usually, in 
such cases, the cause is rela- 
tively easy to find. You did 
not say whether the restric- 
tions on dust were made as a 
matter of general principle or 
as a result of careful studies 
to find the exact cause of 
the asthma. Discovering and 
removing the cause is always 
the first line of treatment. 
Although it may be possible 
to outgrow some allergic dis- 
ease, I would not count on it. 


Q—If a child develops an 


umbilical hernia shortly after 
birth, would this cause exces- 
sive belching, crying or vomit- 
ing? 


A—The only trouble that 


may result when an umbilical 
hernia is very large is strangu- 
lation of the intestines.

CHICAGO (AP) - After half 


a century of contributing to the 
federal income tax coffers, the 
individual states are clamoring 
for a share of the money. 


More than 30 states have dis- 


cussed legislation seeking to get 
Congress to return to the states 
a share of the monies collected 
in personal and business income 
tax. 


Ten states have enacted reso- 


lutions urging the federal body 
to consider the plea. The resolu- 
tions are varied and nonspecif- 
ic. 


But even if three-fourths of 


the state legislatures passed 
such resolutions, they would not 
be binding on Congress. If this 
were a proposed constitutional 
amendment, Congress would be 
obliged to call a constitutional 
convention if 34 states requested 
such a call. Then, if the conven- 
tion agreed on an amendment, 
34 states would nave to ratify it. 
This device never has been 
used. 


The idea of states sharing in 


income tax receipts was first 
deemed feasible by economist 
Walter W. Heller, a presidential 
adviser during the Kennedy ad* 
ministration. 


The recent financial plight of 


many states aroused new inter- 
est in the concept. 


Many states led by pro-John' 


son legislators are in favor of 
the plan, but oppose it presently 
as a drain on the administra* 
Uon's pipeline of dollars to Viet, 
nam. 


The state resolutions call for 


rebates of 5 to 10 percent. 


Gov. Raymond P. Shafer of 


Pennsylvania, a Republican, is 
spearheading a drive to call a 
constitutional convention. Shaf* 
er advances no specific method 
for the federal-state tax sharing 
system but would leave that to 
the amending convention. 


The 
Pennsylvania 
House 


pgssed the governor's plan witb 
unanimous GDP support, and 
near total opposition from Dem* 
ocrats who contend the state 
should levy taxes if it needs 
more revenue. 


The constitutional convention 


formula was rejected by the 
Georgia Senate after the House 
approved the plan and called for 
a 5 per cent rebate. The Senate 
feared that an empowered con- 
vention could expand Us scope 
to rewriting the eotire Constitu- 
tion.

A News Story 


: That model of what constitutes 
a news story finally occur-"1""- 
other day and was duly repurced 
In The News' "People" columns: 
A man bit a dog. 


According to legendary stan- 


dards of journalism it is not news 
when a dog bites a man, though 
admittedly it may be of interest 
to the man involved. However, 
the more unusual action of a man 
who bites a dog is considered 
to be a matter the public wants 
to hear about. The 1967 news 
story illustrates rather well how 
much more complicated life is 
Jjow than It was In earlier days 
of reporting. In the latest Inci- 
dent, it seems somehow fitting 
that the dog-biter was a stu- 
dent psychologist. 


It is no longer enough to re- 


port that the man bit the dog, it 
Is necessary to interpret, explain 
and try to determine what the 
event 
means in the infinite 


scheme of things. The psycholo- 
gist naturally had a good psycho- 
logical reason for making news. 
He was quoted by reporters as 
explaining that he bit the dog "as 
an act of discipline because I 
was mad."
